M adden’s bld was $31,826 There 
were three other bids, the next one 
being more than $36,000. The con­ 
tract for heating and ventilating 
was let to the American Heating 
and Ventilating Co. of Cleveland on 
a bld of $5,843. 
Joseph C. Robaon of Ee?t Pal- 
estipe WMH aw arded tho plumbing 
contract with a bid of $2,465. The 
Hermann 
Electric Co. of Youngs­ 
town will do the w iring at a cost 
of $1,837. 
The total confract cost of tho 
building will be $41,931. Funds will 
he supplied by $24,000 Unity tow n­ 
ship school district bonds and a 
PW X g ra n t of $25,000. 
The bonds w ere sold to the state 
teachers retirem ent fund In Colum­ 
bus. 
W ork will begin on the building 
by Dec. IO, according 
to tho con­ 
tracts. The building w ill replace the 
old frame building in Unity and 
th* 
other 
o n e - r o o m 
buildings 
througout the school district. 
It will be a brick structure 167 
by 104 feet, with four classrooms.

Two services Sunday initiated a 
week of celebration in the First 
Methodist Episcopal church here, 
marking the 110th anniversary of 
its formation. 
Large 
audiences

vices heard two outstanding ser­ 
mons by Bishop H. Lester Smith 
of Cincinnati, head of the North­ 
east 
Ohio 
conference, 
and 
Dr. 
pl 
Isaac Miller of Columbus, super­ 
intendent of the Columbus district 
and former pastor of the church. 
During the Sunday school hour, 
Dr. Edwin Kirby of Elyria, also a 
• 


firm er pastor, addressed members 
and visitors of the Asbury Bible 
class. 
Members of the church choir, 
directed by Mrs. MHlicent Dubois, 
with Mrs. Helen Downard as ac­ 
companist, sang anthems at both 
services. 
In 
the 
morning 
Miss 
Helen Vernia 
of Wellsville w-as 
p the gitest-soldist. She sang “The 
Lord’s Prayer’’ by N’evin. 
Dr. Secrest Presides 
Dr. 
Paul Secrest, 
the 
pastor, 
was host and 
presided at both 
services. He announced the con­ 
gregational banquet In the church’s 
dining rooms at ti: IS tonight. Ad­ 
dresses will be made by former 
pastors and members. Dr. Joseph 
I 
Williamson, chairman of the an­ 
niversary committee, will preside. 
Rishop Smith declared prelimi­ 


n a r y to his sermon that the church 
I here has long been highly regard­ 
ed throughout the conferen ce arca 
I for its religious activities. 
Dr. Miller complimented pastor 
and 
officials of the church 
on 
the anniversary program. “In my 
16 years as district superintendent 
seldom have I seen a richer one,” 
be said. 
Dr. Miller paid tribute to the 
late 
Dr. John 
S. Secrest. former 
district superintendent and father 
of th- pastor. Rev. Secrest. 
Re­ 
unions of former and present mem­ 
bers of the congregation marked 
the days’ observances. 
Speaking on the theme, “The 
Church.’’ Bishop Smith said, “the 
church is not a theocracy or in­ 
stitution with temporary power. 
Cites Church Domain 
“ Much of the criticism that has 
been heaped upon the church has 
been for things over which the 
church has no responsibility.” he 
said. 
“The church has not tho 
power of social authority, political 
influence 
of 
economic 
control. 
Thus much of the criticism is su­ 
perficial 
since its work lies in 
making ideals, of definate spiritual 
goals and is ever accountable for 
giving to the community it serves 
a sense of God and of God s pres­ 
ence. 
“From these grow the attitude 
of men towards each other. 
It 
well may he that there has been a 
failure at times on the part of con­ 
gregations to produce reverence in 
the church. 
It should be for every­ 
one God’s house. 
“The church stands for religion.” 
he continued, “and is absolutely es. 
sential for the real meaning of 
life. 
It is not enough to ask, ’is it 
profitable?’ hut ‘is it right?’ What 
has been done towards the ad­ 
vancement of the kingdom of God 
in the world has come about be­ 
cause of the preaching of Christ. 
The great missionary movement 
has been brought about by tho re­ 
ality of obligation to others on the 
part of Christians. 
“Little attention is paid to chil- 
dren and the sick in countries 
where 
Christ 
is 
not 
preached. 
Christians cannot stand to see oth­ 
ers give way to sin or behold un­ 
helped children.” he said in con­ 
clusion. 
“The Testing of Christianity In 
Our Day” was the theme of Dr. Mil­ 
ler’s sermon. 
He maintained, quoting Dr. Oscar 
McMillan Buck, professor of Drew 


seminary and a former missionary 
in India, that Christianity had two 
major tests as to its continuance. 
Tie 
first of these was some SOU 
years after the beginning of Chris­ 
tianity and tho second in the pres­ 
ent day. “We are to answer wheth­ 
er Christianity is to be life-wide 
in duration and continent-wide in 
treatment.” he suggested. 
Tests of Christianity 
Ile noted also that Christianity 
is being tested in places where it is 
most threatened. These, he declar­ 
ed. were by the thinking youth of 
colleges and universities, who are 
wondering about their inheritance 
in the business, industrial and po­ 
litical worlds: the masses of labor­ 
ing people and by the peoples in 
the great continent of Asia. 
“In the latter are the conflicting 
believers of racial groups.” he point­ 
ed out. It is significant that in the 
continent of Asia live 55 percent of 
the total of the world s population. 
“Youth of today are not sure 
whether the church and Christian­ 
ity have the final answers for that 
which they would know and under­ 
stand 
They are disturbed at the 
sordidness of the world. 
“Among the masses of laboring 
people, their serious questions have 
imperiled the growth of Christian­ 
ity. 
T h e y want to know if there is 
to he mass justice, a humanity of 
living, fair play and equitable dis­ 
tribution of that needful.” 
Decrying Communism. Dr. Miller 
declared that Christians believed iii 
a classless society, that all men 
have been created equal. 
“Chris­ 
tians can not kill those who are 
opposed to their viewpoints,” he 
said. 
On the pulpit rostrum 
in 
the 
morning session with Dr. Secrest 
were Bishop Smith. Dr. Wayne Mc­ 
Queen of Steubenville, district su­ 
perintendent; Rev. Kirby and Rev. 
Miller. 
Dr. Isaac Wood of Cleve­ 
land. former pastor, and Rev. J. M. 
Chandler of this city, retired Meth­ 
odist minister. 
At the morning service Dr. Mc­ 
Queen read the scripture lesson and 
Dr. Kirby offered prayer.

t i :HEN Franklin D. Roosevelt wa* running for th* 
presidency In 1932. after two years of business 
decline bad made the country desperate for a remedy 
be criticized the Hoover administration for too much 
talking and not enough acting. The same criticism 
Is being m urm ured again today. 
There va* irresistible political appeal In Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s promise to do something—anything—in 1932. 
The n a iIon responded, elected him and got the most 
action it had seen since the. World war. 
The 
country’s confidence in him was unlimited, it seem­ 
ed. With a m andate to cure th* depression. Mr. 
Roosevelt took on the additional job of reforming the 


country. 
Running for reelection in 1936. he obtained be­ 
lated approval of hie reform program, pointed with 
pride to feigns of recovery and then, with a second 
term stretched out ahead of him, tore into it sens*, 
tiorially with the court and executive reorganization 
proposals. He made it plain for the first tim* that 
the United States had aeen only the beginning of the 
kind of action he w as prepared to give it. 
W h at happened la well known. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
policy of action, th en more action, then still more 
action bogged down. It w asn’t foreseen at the 
time 
th at recovery would bog down, too, but ll did. The 
high point of recovery was reached last August, 
according to The New York T im es leader. There bas 
been a continuous slum p since then. 
No m atter how the problem is viewed one a sp jct 
is inescapable. Mr. Roosevelt robbed himself of 
most of his effectiveness when he gave evidence in 
his court packing proposal th a t he had let himself

Congress Seen As Lone Agent Able To Bring 


Effective Changes To Check Business Slump

PUTTING together w hat we have 
heard recently from W ashing­ 
ton about taxes, th e utilities, hous­ 
ing. it must h<- Raid. I fear that no 
real beginning has yet been made 
toward bringing about a resum p­ 
tion of recovery. It la true that 
th ere la a more conciliatory feel­ 
ing in the air. But unless the re­ 
ports 
are 
quite 
misleading, 
th*' 
President has not yet faced the 
real problem 
before him and is 
under a most serious m isapprehen­ 
sion. 
For while he has recognized that

sonal assurances from the Presi­

t h a t an effort 
will be made to 
balance the bud­ 
get. 
Such 
conces­ 
sions 
Will 
not, 
h o w e v e r pro­ 
duce the Intend­ 
ed result. They 
will not replace 
w hat is now a 
condition of par- 
Mr. Lippmann 
alysis 
verging 
on panic by a spirit of confident 
enterprise 
In 
which 
millions 
of 
businessmen and Investors will be 
moved to put their money to work. 
Even though everything now be­ 
ing asked by businessm en w ere In 
the end conceded by the adm inis­ 
tration. the result would alm ost 
surely be negative and deeply dis­ 
a p p o i n t ^ . 
The 
reason 
Is 
that 
none of these m easures of revision 
and repeal will serve their purpose 
lf they are granted reluctantly as 
concessions. For the heart of the 
difficulty Is the conviction, 
now 
deeply rooted In the minds of in­ 
dustrial managers and capitalists, 
that the President distrusts them, 
that he disbelieve* In their prin­ 
ciples, that he has no real sym pa­ 
thy with their purposes, and that, 
therefore, 
he 
m akes 
concessions 
only because for the moment he 
finds it expedient to make them. 
Concessions made In this spirit 
might give relief here and there to 
Individuals. But they will not over­ 
come the main obstacle to the gen­ 
eral revival of enterprise; they will 
not remove the feeling that 
the 
system 
of 
private 
enterprise 
is 
merely tolerated, that the system 
Is merely allowed to exist under 
a governm ent which in lls heart 
has condemned it. 


J "HOUGH no one could say that 
Mr. Roosevelt is a full-blown 
socialist, bls mood is almost invar­ 
iably anti-capttailsilc. Thus his con­ 
cessions do not encourage enter 
prise which Is the essence of cap- 


. ttalism. They are merely pauses, 
truces, reprieves, and men will not 
I confidently invest their money in 
! the expansion of industry if all the 
| assurance they have is that forth* 
time being, for this month or for 
the next month, their government 
Is willing to yield on this or that 
grievance. 
Indeed, the very fact that th* 
m easures of relief are in the form 
of concessions destroys th©lr effect 
as m easures of recovery. W hat Mr 
Roosevelt concedes today he ran 
take away tom orrow ; ss long hp 
he merely seems to be 
yielding 
and fails to give evidence that he 
w ants the change because he be­ 
lieves In them, the Inner cause of 
the paralysis will persist. Though 
the tax laws have been revised or 
the utilities somewhat reassured, 
nothing will have been don* to al­ 
ter the basic fact that the system 
of 
private 
enterprise Is st the 
mercy of an 
administration 
that 
disbelieves in the principles of that 
system. 
To make concessions under these 
circumstances is merely to empha 
size more sharply that private bus­ 
iness ’ being tolerated rather than 
protected and encouraged. 
For this reason It would seem to 
be certain that the depression will 
run Its course unchecked unless one 
of two things happens—unless the 
President himself gives convincing 
evident'* of a change of heart or 
unless there is convincing evidence 
of a change in the balance of pow. 
er within the government. 
Now it Is unlikely that Mr. Roose­ 
velt would or could change his per­ 
sonal attitude sufficiently to con­ 
vince the very men on whose deci­ 
sions th* resumption of Investment 
depends. Suspicion has been allow­ 
ed to grow to a point where no 
rhetorical formula can quickly re­ 
move It; Indeed a sudden conver­ 
sion. even lf such a miracle could 
take place, would in the present 
condition of the public mind mere­ 
ly alienate Mr. Roosevelt’s support­ 
ers without winning his opponents. 


I T follows that the only effective 
changes would he those which 
were initiated by congress. 
flitch 
changes would 
carry 
conviction. 
For it would be understood that In 
taking command of th* 
situation, 
congress was moved by its first­ 
hand knowledge of tho seriousness 
of th*- depression, by a knowledge 
of what the voters are thinking, 
and by its own Instinct of self-pres­ 
ervation in the face of the coming 
elections. 
The very sam e revisions of exist­ 
ing law, which 
would , probably 
have no effect at all lf reluctantly 
conceded by tho President, would 
have a great, probably n decisive, 
effect lf Insisted upon by a reso­ 
lute majority of congress. For then 
they would come not as a reprieve 
granted by a hostile judge, hut as 
evidence of a true change of policy

ARMINGTON. Nov. 29.—American business has 
pleaded with the Roosevelt adm inistration to 
do something about the undistributed surplus tax. 
The treasury has Indicated that It. favors revision. 
Congress has shown the sam e attitude, but there is 
nevertheless a sort of casualness and indifference 
toward the fact that every American business which 
has a net Income must know between new and Dec. 
31 w hether there is going to be a change in the un­ 
distributed surplus tax. 
Not only is it important to know how to handle 
the fourth quarter dividends, but also, in m ost in- 
(stance*, it is vital to decide how much of w hat is 
earned in 1937 shall go into reserves and how much 
will have to be paid out lest a penalty be incurred. 
For the present law penalizes a business for saving 
its mouey or for trying to expand and give employ­ 
ment. 
The undistributed surplus tax was properly term ­ 
ed last year during the campaign a “cockeyed piece 
of legislation.” but anybody who has studied th* 
effects of it would have difficulty in using such 
tem perate language. For it Is the very reverse of 
prudence and the very opposite of common sense. 
Sentim ent for the repeal of the tax is almost unani­ 
mous, yet congress hesitates. Chairm an Vinson of 
the house ways and means com m ittee has indicated 
to the press that he believes a law' can be drafted 
to exempt S S percent of all the corporations. But this 
Is dealing with the subject by halves. If the prin­ 
ciple of the undistributed surplus tax is wrong for ^ 
some businesses, it i» wrong for all businesses. As ^ 
a m atter of fact. 88 percent of all the corporations 
might actually mean a small \olum e of the total 
sums earned that could be put into business revival. 
It isn t the total num ber ot th© corporations, but 
what they do and how much they earn that counts 
in appraising the good or bad effect of tax legisla­ 
tion. 


“T H U S , 88 percent of the corporations earn only 
$ 
about IO percent of the taxable income. Corpora, 
tions can be formed very easily and there are literal­ 
ly thousands of corporations th at do n small volume 
of business. To put It another way. 12 percent of the 
corporations earn 90 percent of the total taxable net 
income of American business corporations. 
It also would be found that the 12 percent employ 
most of the workers, buy m ost of the raw materials 
and generally constitute such a Mg factor In the re­ 
vival of business as a whole th a t any change In the 
law which neglects the 12 percent is virtually no 
chang* at all. 


President Roosevelt is aw are of Hip widespread dc 
mand for revision of the undistributed surplus tax 
law, and he told the press Friday th at he wants 
som ething done at th* earliest possible moment. 
But he is also saying he w ants a wpll-rounded tax

This, however, does not m eet the present crisis. 
W hat the businessmen w ant to know is wliPthtr 
they m ust count on the undistributed surplus fax 
for 1937. It is true they have until March 15 to make 
out their tax returns, but it is this very month th»y 
do much of their budget planning for the calendar 
year 1938, and they m ust know how much cash tli©v 
will have left after paying taxes. 
Sen George of Georgia. Democrat, says ho wants 
the new tax revision to be retroactive, that is he ™ 
wants the calendar year 1937 to bo figured on th© 
new rates. Others in congress have e x p r e s s tho 
aurae view aud the Republican* in the house o: rep­ 
resentatives are pressing this point. 
It would be a very simple m atter for both houses 
to put through overnight a repeal of the undistrib­ 
uted surplus tax by Joint resolution. This might also 
provide for a flat corporation tax or even a graduated 
income tax within narrow brackets, because, the 
m oment a tax Is placed on m ere bigness or size ot 
profits, incentive is killed and the unemployment 
situation is not cured.

\ HOOK and slice-reducing golf ball is being intro- 
J * duced by its inventor. Jotyn R. F arrar, of Cleve- 
land.

This industry finaDCing cost8; (2) To extcnd thQ 
to a g ieater extent than any other, can put idle funds to work and thus insurance of mortgages to types 
speed up the circulation of the nation's money supply. This, in turn, 
would increase national income, reduce unemployment and as a result

contribute towards a balancing of 
the budget. 
Since 1933 we have had a great 
recovery movement in which hous* 
ing construction has played only 
a minor part. That it should play 
a major part has 
been clearly 
recognized by this adm inistration 
from the outset. But, though much 
has been done to encourage con­ 
struction activity, the results have 
not yet been satisfactory. Instead 
of a seasonal rise in housing con­ 
struction through the past spring 
and summer, there wag an early 
downturn. This was one of the 
principal reasons why general busi­ 
ness failed to forge ahead during 
the latter p art of the year. 
W e m ust recognize clearly that 
housing will not be built if costs 
are too high in relation to the con­ 
sum er’s 
income. 
The 
fact 
that 
housing costs arose sharply—far 
too sharply—between Septem ber of 
1936 and March of 1937 was pri- 
arlly responsible for the down- 
urn in housing and thus in recov­ 
ery generally this year. 
, 
Revival of housing construction 
m ust be based on reduction of the 
costs of building and the payment 
for buildings rather than on a re­ 
sumption of the rising costs that 
stopped progress in this essential 
field 
last 
spring 
and 
summer. 
Housing 
m ust 
be 
produced 
at 
prices, rates and rents th at the 
mass of our people can afford to 
pay. 
The government has made pro­ 
vision, through assistance to mu­ 
nicipal housing, for many of the 
most needy. But private enterprise 
and private capital m ust bear the 
burden of providing the great bulk 
of new housing. The measures I 
now suggest are to encourage pri­ 
vate building to m eet the needs 
of families of m oderate means.

These proposals eau not be effec­ 
tive, however, unless all elem ents 
concerned in the construction in­ 
dustry—builders, contractors, man­ 
ufacturers bf m aterials and equip­ 
ment, labor, and finance—cooper­ 
ate in producing housing th at is 
within reach of the incomes of the 
vast m ajority of our citizens. 
If the building industry is to 
play the vital p art that. it ought 
to have in our economic system, 
It m ust do it in the characteristic 
American way. It m ust develop, as 
other great industries have de­ 
veloped, the American genius for 
efficient 
and 
economical 
large- 
scale production. The lower unit 
costs 
resulting 
from 
large-scale 
production will make for greater 
annual returns for the entire build­ 
ing industry, including all workers 
engaged in that industry, and for 
a higher standard of living for the 
country as a whole.

The problem of reducing costs 
to a point where larger volume, 
longer employment, and higher an- 
nual earnings are possible is one 
that m ust be solved in m ajor part 
by the building industry itself. The 
government, however, can take the 
initiative by bringing about a re­ 
duction of financing costs, by m ak­ 
ing it easier for families of moder­ 
ate means to buy or rent now 
houses, and by providing m echan­ 
isms to make it practicable for 
private enterprise to engage in 
large-scale housing operations for 
the m ass m arket. 
In order, therefore, that govern­ 
ment. may give the fullest eucour- 
agem ent to a broad revival of 
building, I recommend 
that the 
congress adopt a t this time m eas­ 
ures to facilitate the financing of 
every type of housing construction, 
w hether for sale or for rent, and 
ranging from the small bouse to 
entire residential communities and 
large low rent apartm ent buildings. 
In addition to m easures to stim u­ 
late new construction, I recom­ 
mend that provision be made for 
an extensive program of repairs 
and modernization. 
As a practicable means of en­ 
couraging and facilitating a more 
effective operation of private en 
terprise and private capital in the 
housing field. I am suggesting en­ 
largem ent of the framework of the 
national housing act in the light 
of actual experience. This legis­ 
lation, enacted by the congress in 
1934, 
provided 
a 
new 
financial 
mechanism applicable to all types 
of lending institutions th at make 
loans for housing purposes. En­ 
abling legislation giving effect to 
this new mechanism was subse­ 
quently enacted by all the states. 
W ithin the limits of tho types of 
bousing to which it applies, it has 
proved to be both popular and 
practical. 
Under the national housing act 
the congress established the fed 
eral housing adm inistration, which 
insures m ortgages on certain types 
of housing, but itself makes no 
loans. The agency is designed to 
become self-sustaining through the 
operation of a mortgage insurance 
fund, into which 
premiums are 
paid 
by 
borrowers 
who 
obtain 
loans under the provisions of the 
act from private lending institu 
tions. 
An 
ultim ate guaranty 
of 
loans that may default is given by 
the federal government, but this 
guaranty becomes operative only 
in the event th at recoveries from 
the sale of defaulted properties, 
together with all tho monies in 
the insurance fund, should be in­ 
sufficient 
to 
pay 
the 
insured 
claims. Hence, even if any cost 
should result to the government 
because of this guaranty, it would 
be negligible when m easured by 
the volume of construction and 
employment induced by the fact 
that the guaranty is there should 
it ever have to be availed of. 


mortgages to types 
of housing operations not now ade­ 
quately provided for in the act; 
(3) To make the funds of institu­ 
tional 
and 
individual 
investors 
more easily available for the fi­ 
nancing of large-scale operations. 
Because it takes the average 
buyer of a house or investor in 
housing a long tim e to pay for 
the property, the cost of fiuancing 
is in the long ruu one of the larg­ 
est items in housing costs. In the 
case of rental housing it is a de­ 
term ining factor, first in whether 
construction shall he undertaken 
at all, and second in arriving at 
the scale of rentals to be charged. 
Institutions making loans to be 
Insured by the federal housing ad­ 
m inistration are now perm itted by 
regulation 
to 
make 
an 
interest 
charge up to 5 percent and a serv­ 
ice charge of J of I percent, o r a 
total of 51 percent per annum. It 
is proposed to reduce this to 5 
percent net by amending the ad­ 
m inistrative regulations. 
As a means of further reducing 
the cost to the borrower, however, 
I would ask the congress to au­ 
thorize the federal housing adm in­ 
istrator to fix the mortgage prem ­ 
ium as low as i of I percent on 
the dim inishing balance of an in­ 
sured m ortgage instead of on the 
original face amount as now re­ 
quired by the act. Further, as a 
means of giving special encourage­ 
ment to the construction of small, 
moderately-priced houses, I would 
ask the congress to authorize the 
federal 
housing adm inistrator to 
fix the mortgage insurance prem­ 
ium as low as J of I percent on 
the dim inishing balance of an In­ 
sured m ortgage in cases 
where 
the estim ated value of the prop­ 
erty to be built does not exceed 
16.000 and where the mortgage is 
insured prior to July I, 1939. 
Another change th at I would ask 
the congress to make in the exist­ 
ing legislation is to raise the in- 
surabe limit from 80 percent of the 
appraised value of the property, as 
at present, to 90 percent in the 
case of loans to owner-occupants 
where the appraised value of the 
property does not exceed 16,000. 
This proposal is of great impor­ 
tance. It recognizes the fact that 
most persons who desire to own 
homes of their own can not make 
a first paym ent as large as 20 per­ 
cent of the purchase price. This is 
particularly true after the severe 
depression 
of 
recent 
years, 
in 
which the savings of millions of 
prudent and thrifty fam ilies were 
depleted.

The fact is not generally recog 
nized th a t the m ajority of our 
urban families are not home-own 
era. In the larger cities, the pro 
portion of rented dwellings runs 
from 60 to nearly SO percent of the 
total. Accordingly, I am suggesting 
for your consideration m easures 
designed 
especially 
to 
facilitate 
the 
construction 
and 
financing 
under the economies of a blanket 
mortgage, of groups of houses for 
rent, or for rent with an option 
to purchase. Such operations would 
afford economies in construction 
as well as in financing, and would 
therefore. I believe, lead to th* 
formation of substantial companies 
to avail them selves of the oppor 
tunities in this particular field 
These flame measures are also de­ 
signed to encourage the construe 
tion of apartm ent buildings to be 
operated on a moderate scale of 
rentals, with the mortgage in auy 
case not to exceed 11,000 per room. 
This is a type of apartm ent prop­ 
erty particularly adapted to the re­ 
quirem ents of our sm aller cities. 
In the construction of large-scale 
rental 
properties, 
a 
small 
but 
creditable beginning has already 
been made under the existing pro­ 
visions of the national housing act 
applicable to limited-dividend com 
panies. Those provisions, however, 
need to be clarified and simplified 
in order to encourage a more ex 
tensive development of large rental 
projects in the larger communities 
where they are needed. 
Among the most im portant of 
the measures to which I would in­ 
vite your consideration are those 
designed to facilitate the financing 
of these, large projects. Here there 
is a great gap in our financial 
mechanisms. 
The 
large projects 
thus far constructed under the pro­ 
visions of the national housing act 
have been closely regulated as to 
rents, charges, capital structure. 
rate of return, etc., and the ex 
cesses and ahuses which widely 
characterized 
the 
financing 
of 
apartm ent properties in the 1920’s 
have thereby been avoided. The 
very size of the loans in the cases 
of these large projects, however, 
makes it difficult to finance them 
by means of a single mortgage. 
I would therefore urgo the con­ 
gress to liberalize the provisions 
of the act under which the charter- 
ing of national mortgage associa­ 
tions is authorized, and, among 
other things, to give these associa­ 
tions explicit authority to make 
loans on a large-scale • properties 
th at are subject to special regula­ 
tion by the federal housing admin­ 
istrator. The effect of the change 
| here proposed would be to enable 
these properties to be financed by 
national m o r t g a g e associations 
through the sale of housing bonds 
or debentures amply secured by 
the insured mortgages on the prop- 
i erties. 


$50,000,000 Asked 


In order that one of more such 
associations may be promtply or­ 
ganized, I shall ask the Construc­ 
tion Finance Corp. to make avail­ 
able. out of the funds al-eady al­ 
located to the RFC mortgage com 
pany. J5o,ft00,000 for capital pur­ 


poses. Under the am endm ents pro­ 
posed. this would provide the basis 
for $1,000,000,000 of private funds 
obtainable through the sale of n a­ 
tional mortgage association deben­ 
tures. 
Another of the suggested am end­ 
ments that I regard as of special 
importance would make the lim ita­ 
tion of $2,000,000,000 on the amount 
construction. The term s of financ­ 
ing would be the m ost favorable 
ever made generally available in 
this country for housing purposes 
—half, or less than half, th e co$t 
Of loans of comparable proportions 
under tho system of first, second, 
and third mortgage financing that 
was widely prevalent in the 1920's. 
Large and continuous activity un­ 
der our present limited m ethods of 
financing, would be put decisely 
on a practicable basis. 
The success of such a program 
as this, however, can not be a s­ 
sured 
by 
governmental 
action 
alone. It will depend mainly on 
the 
willingness of industry and 
labor to cooperate in producing 
bousing at costs th at are within 
the reach of the mass of our peo­ 
ple. The goal at which both indus­ 
try and labor should aim is sus­ 
tained 
large-scale 
production 
at 
lower costs to the consumer. This 
will mean a larger annual wage for 
labor because of the larger am ount 
of employment than is possible at 
high hourly rates with long periods 
of unemployment. It will mean a 
larger annual income for industry 
because of the larger volume of 
production 
than 
is 
possible 
at 
high unit prices with greatly re­ 
stricted output. 


High Prices Cut Units 


It is now clear that we can not 
have a strong revival of housing 
construction 
on 
the 
term s 
that 
were exacted by industry and labor 
last spring. The rise in hourly 
wage rates and in m aterial prices 
was too rapid and too great for 
the consumer to date. A similar 
rise in costs likewise checked pro­ 
duction and buying in other Indus- 
of mortgages insurable under the 
national housing act apply to the 
amount of insurance to be out­ 
standing at auy tim e and would 
remove the lim itation of July I, 
1959, now applicable to the ulti­ 
mate guaranty of the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
These 
changes 
would 
measurably encourage private fi- 
nancing under the act without in­ 
creasing the am ount of the con 
tingent guaranty provided in the 
existing legislation. In connection 
with these changes, I would sug­ 
gest th at the congress eventually 
limit the insurance of mortgages 
to housing on which the applies 
Hon for mortgage insurance is ap­ 
proved prior to the beginning of 
construction. 
Finally, I am 
suggesting 
that 
insurance be provided for repair 
ami modernization loans in a m an­ 
ner sim ilar to th a t which was for­ 
merly provided under title I of the 
national housing act. This former 


Because this was not the goal 
of industry and labor during the 
past construction year, the result 
soon proved injurious not only to 
the 
building 
industry 
and 
its 
workers, but to business and em ­ 
ployment generally. The sharp rise 
of wage rates and prices in this 
industry, just before the last build­ 
ing season, reduced by 100,000 to 
150,000 the number of new dwell­ 
ing units that, competent authori­ 
ties had estim ated were in pros­ 
pect for 1937.

In reality, it m eans nothing more 
than nosebleed. This common com­ 
plaint la the cause of personal em ­ 
barrassm ent and often of fear. 
Some persons are much more 
♦^likely to have it than others. There 
are m any causes for nosebleed. Us­ 
ually it results from a definite n*r 
«al disturbance. If the attacks are 
frequent, in order to stop them it 
is necessary to determ ine the ex­ 
act cause. 
. 
Nasal polyps are a common cause. 
In children, nosebleed is usually 
' due to thickening and congestion 
of the lining of the nose, or it may 
result from a tiny ulcer, a tea r or 
infection of the delicate m em brane 
within the nose. 
Bleeding follow­ 
ing a blow or fall on the nose is 
self-explanatory. 
Bear in mind that nosebleed is 
sometimes a symptom in certain 
constitutional disorders and other 
a t r o u s ailments. 
Occasionally it 
come on spontaneously, w ith­ 
out any apparent cause. 
Frequent 
nosebleeds, 
especially 
in 
adults, 
should not be neglected. 
Nature's 
warnings 
m ust 
never 
be 
over­ 
looked. 
Pershaps 
Fortunate 
Persons who suffer from 
high 
♦blood pressure or hardening of the 
arteries ferquently have nosebleeds. 
Perhaps this is fortunate, like the 
blowing 
off 
of steam through a 
safety valve; the loss of blood pre­ 
vents the rupture of a blood ves­ 
sel elsew here In the body. It may 
remove the pressure upon some 
blood vessel in the brain and pre­ 
vent a stroke. 
As a rule, nosebleed can easily be 
controlled. The first essential Is to 
remain cool and collected. Bear in 
mind th a t excitement is stim ulat­ 
ing to the heart and promote# more 
bleeding. 
Insert a wad of cotton in the nos­ 
tril and allow It to rem ain for at 
least an hour until a firm clot bas 
formed. 
The application of cold 
water or ice to the nose and face 
often stops the bleeding. 
If the 
blood continues to drip into the 
throat despite the cotton plug, re­ 
move th e packing and 
insert a 
fresh one. 
If the bleeding persists in spite 
of all of these measures. It Is best 
to send for a doctor. 
In fact, lf 
rho bleeding Is profuse and a great 
deal of blood escapes, it Is best 
■a call for a physician a t once.
